VENEZUELA. 

General dljfusion of smallpox. 

Consul Ellsworth at Puerto Cabello reports, August 17, as follows: 
Smallpox has made its appearance in Maturin. The disease has passed, 
with fatality, over nearly the whole of the Republic, with the move- 
ment of the troops In the campaign. 

Foreign and insular statistical reports of countries and cities — Yearly 

and monthly. 

Brazil — Peiiiamhuco. — Two weeks ended June 30, 1903. Estimated 
population, 200,000. Total number of deaths, 26^, including smallpox 
2, yellow fever 1, and 45 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Two weeks ended July 15, 1903. Total number of deaths, 240, 
including smallpox 6, and 37 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Dutch Guiana — Paramaribo. — Month of July, 1903. Estimated 
population, 32,263. Total number of deaths, 94. No contagious 
diseases reported. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended August 9, 1903. Estimated popula- 
tion, 27,460. Total number of deaths, 12. No deaths from contagious 
diseases reported. 

Great Britain — England and ^Yales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended August 15, 
1903, correspond to an annual rate of 15.7 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,075,011. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and fifty -live deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles 24, scarlet fever 8, diph- 
theria 11, whooping cough 15, enteric fever 4, and diarrhea 139. The 
deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 14.2 per 1,000. 
In Greater London 1,682 deaths were registered. In the " outer 
ring " the deaths included 4 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 15, 1903, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 16.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,098,289. The lowest rate was recorded in Clonrael 
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and Sligo, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Gaiwaj', viz, 35.0 per 1,000. 
In Dublin and suburbs 136 deaths were registered, including enteric 
fever 2, diphtheria 1, measles 1, whooping cough 1, and 30 from 
tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended August 15, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 15.4 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The lowest 
mortalit}'^ was recorded in Edinburgh, viz, 12.2, and the highest in 
Greenock, viz, 18.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths reg- 
istered from all causes was 505, including diphtheria 1, measles 5, 
scarlet fever 3, and 12 from whooping cough. 

Jamaica — Kingston. — Month of July, 1903. Estimated population, 
46,542. Total number of deaths, 122, including whooping cough 1, 
and 16 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Japan — NagasaM. — Ten da3's ended July 31, 1903. Estimated 
population, 148,883. Total number of deaths not reported. No 
deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

Java — Batavia. — Two weeks ended July 4 and July 18, 1903. 
Estimated population, 150,000. Number of deaths not reported. No 
contagious diseases. 

Mexico — Monterey. — Period from April 1 to August 12, 1903. 
Estimated population, 25,000. Total number of deaths, 1,322, 
including enteric fever 14, measles 45, whooping cough 23, and 110 
from tuberculosis. 

Philippine Islands — Manila. — Month of April, 1903. Estimated 
population, 302,154. Total number of deaths, 549, including enteric 
fever 9, whooping cough 1, smallpox 1, cholera 27, plague 47, and 84 
from tuberculosis. 

St. Helena. — Six weeks ended July 31, 1903. Estimated popula- 
tion 4,000, including soldiers and sailors. Total number of deaths 10, 
including 1 from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland. — Reports for the two weeks ended August 8, 1903, 
from 18 cities and towns having an aggregate population of 790,000, 
show a total of 406 deaths, including 1 from measles, 2 from scarlet 
fever, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 63 from tuberculosis.
